There was no prior art found by the examiner that suggested modification or 

combination with the cited art so as to satisfy the combination of all the limitations in 

claims 5, 8 and 1 1 . 

The prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or render 
limitations "wherein the inspection subjects to be measured are in a 
manufacturing line, wherein the films coated on the inspection subjects to be 
measured vary in thickness from one inspection subject to another and two or 
more kinds of laser which emit luminance flux having different wavelengths to 
each other are switched or mixed to make a laser incident on the film-coated 
inspection subjects at a same incident angle ", in combination with the rest of the 
limitations of claims 5, 8 and 1 1 .
